GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


( i )  Laboratory  facilities. 

Samples  for  bater iological  examination  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton.  A  van  calls  once 
a  week  to  collect  specimens. 

( i i )  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946. 

The  day  to  day  administration  of  the  following  services 
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is  carried  out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub -Comm it tee  in 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Malt on  and  Pickering  and  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering, 

( a )  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children . 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  12  centres 
in  the  Ryedale  area. 

i'n  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante -natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  in  the  home, 

(b )  Midwifery.  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing. 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  17  nursing  districts  are  resident 
in  the  area, 

(c)  Ambulance  Service. 


Ambulance  Stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this 
service . 

( d )  Immunisation  and  Vaccination • 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
at  child  welfare  centres,  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service 
is  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in 
the  home . 

( e )  Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent 
on  the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a 
confinement  or  ill-health  of  the  mother  and  to  the  aged  and 
infirm. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  DISTRICT 


FOOD. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Slaughter  House  has  been  visited  at  least  once 
daily  and  the  requisite  steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure  the 
sale  of  meat  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Butchers  r  shops  and  premises  have  been  visited 
frequently  during  the  year  and  no  action  was  found  to  have  been 
necesary. 


The  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of  meat  have 
been  frequently  inspected  and  on  the  whole  have  been  found  clean 
and  satisfactory. 

The  Slaughter  House  has  been  frequently  inspected  and 
although  the  buildings  are  not  perfect  slaughtering  is  carried 
out  as  hygienically  as  possible.

Ice  Cream, 


A  further  6  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  were 
registered  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  28  in  all.  The 
very  large  majority  sell  only  pre -wrapped.  blocks  supplied  by 
large  Manufacturers. 

One  small  Manufacturer  carries  on  business  during  the 
summer  months  and  his  premises  are  inspected  weekly. 

During  tho  year  42  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
and  the  results  were :

Milk  Supplies. 

Although  the  centre  of  an  agricultural  area,  much  of  the 
milk  produced  here  is  sent  to  the  large  dairies  and  there  are 
very  few  retailers. 

30  samples  of  milk  of  various  categories  were  submitted 
during  the  year. 

9  biological  samples  were  submitted  and  of  these  1  was 
reported  T .B  .  positive. 

4  samples  of  raw  milk  and  one  of  pasteurised  we re  submitted 
for  methylene  blue  test.  One  of  the  raw  milk  de-colourised  the 
methylene  blue  in  2j?  hours,  the  remainder  complied. 

17  samples  of  school  milk  (pasteurised)  were  all  found  to 

comply. 
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Water  Supplies . 


This  is  the  first  full  year  during  which  water 
supplies  have  been  received  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water 
Board,  and  apart  from  the  temporary  cessation  of  supplies 
due  to  fractured  mains  on  two  occasions,  the  supply  has 
proved  pure  and  plentiful. 

When  supplies  are  interrupted  a  mutual  aid  scheme 
with  the  adjoining  Norton  Urban  District  Council  is  put 
into  operation,  and  on  those  occasions  during  the  year  in 
question  when  it  has  been  required,  it  has  proved  very 
sat isfactory , 

37  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  analysed 
during  the  year  and  35  of  these  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  4  private  supplies  in  the  area  -  3  shallow 
wells  and  an  artesian  well. 

16  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  -  10  were 
satisfactory,  6  unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  samples  from 
the  artesian  well  were  rectified  by  thorough  cleansing  of 
associated  storage  tanks  and  pipes,  and  subsequent  samples 
complied • 

The  shallow  wells  are  quite  unsuitable  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  connect  these  properties 
to  a  new  main  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  as  an  extension 
of  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  Scheme  which,  if  and  when 
approved,  will  pass  reasonably  close  to  the  properties 
concerned,  all  of  which  are  isolated  and  far  removed  from 
existing  mains. 

Only  6  of  the  1325  houses  in  the  area  do  not  receive 
their  supplies  from  the  public  main  and  of  the  latter  1245 
are  supplied  by  taps  in  the  house  and  ther  emainder  by 
stand  pipes  outside. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year  the  Manager  of  the  Sewage  Works  left 
the  district  and  supervision  was  handed  on  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  although  control  is  still  vested  in  the  Joint 
Committee  consisting  of  members  appointed  by  the  Malt on  and 
Norton  Urban  District  Councils. 

The  quantity  of  sewage  to  be  dealt  with  continually 
increases  but  the  plant,  constructed  in  1935,  is  still  working 
well  within  its  capacity. 

Apart  from  sewers  for  new  housing  sites  no  extensions 
to  the  sewerage  system  were  made  during  the  year.  In  the  district 
only  17  houses  are  now  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer  and 
these  are  isolated  properties  where  connection  to  the  public 
sewers  would  be  quite  impracticable. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  on 
throughout  the  year  by  direct  labour  by  means  of  one  covered 
motor  vehiclo  and  one  covered  horse  drawn  vehicle. 

Salvage  collection,  until  this  year  a  prominent 
featuro  of  the  service  has  been  considerably  curtailed  as  the 
increase  in  wages,  together  with  the  decrease  in  the  price 
of  salvage  and  the  difficulty  often  met  with  in  marketing  the 
products,  made  salvage  an  uneconomic  proposition. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

In  the  period  in  question  12  pail  closets  were 
converted  to  water  closets.  The  position  has  no w  arrived 
where  very  few  of  the  remaining  pail  closets  are  worth 
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converting  as  the  property  with  which  they  are  associated 
really  warrants  condemnat ion,  or  major  improvements,  to  make 
it  comply  more  nearly  with  modern  standards. 

Camping  Sites. 

The  area  is  still  free  from  Camping  Sites  of  any  kind, 
nor  where  any  vehicles  stationed  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

Housing* 


During  the  year  10  houses  for  the  use  of  the  North 
Riding  Constabulary  were  completed  on  a  site  off  Peasey  Hills 
Road.  In  addition,  the  Council  completed  12  houses  and 
contracts  were  signed  for  28  more. 

In  an  old  town  like  this,  the  condition  of  the  older 
houses  continues  to  give  rise  to  concern,  and  although  local 
owners  have  made  efforts  to  improve  conditions  when  possible 
by  providing  modern  amenities,  more  will  be  needed,  as  in 
spite  of  the  number  of  houses  built,  the  list  of  applicants 
for  housing  accommodation  is  still  quite  large. 

Mortuary. 

The  Mortuary  for  the  joint  use  with  the  Malt on  Rural 
District  Council  was  completed  and  brought  into  use  on  1st 
June,  1952.  The  difficulty  of  mortuary  accommodation  is  thereby 
solved.
